Tbe forty-eighth annual teachers' in- 


stitute of Bedford county met in the 
Union school building at this place 
Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. From 
ear'y morning teachers kept coming to 
Bedford and when the time for open 
ing same they were in their places, 
each face reflecting a high anticipa- 
tion. The following was the organiza- 
tion: 
President, County Superintend- 


ent J. Anson Wriyht; vice presidents, 
H. H. Poole, D C Stunkard and H. L 
Rhinehart; secretaries, Hiss Lizzie 
Biin and Miss Anna Knight; door- 
keeper, A, S Buyer. The enrolment of 
teachers waa done in the forenoon at 
Irvine's drug store. The self-report- 
ing system of time keeping was used 
this year. 
At the enrolment ec.ch 


teacher was presented with several 
note books and a music book, "The 
Busy Bee." 


The session 
opened 
by singing 


"America." 
The music for the day 


sesaioaa waa in charge of Prof. J. H. 
Kurtz, teacher of music in the Chicago 
public schools. George Thompson, of 
Bedford, was pianist. Devotional ex. 
ercises were conducted by Rev. I. W. 
Uendricks, of the Reformed church, 
Bedford. 
After singing, "How Firm a 


Foundation," a roll-cill by number 
showed there were present at the first 
sesaion 318 teachers of a possible 338 


The address of welcome waa deliver- 


ed by Hon. E S. Doty, president of the 
Bedford borough school board. 
He 


paid a high tribute to past institutes 
and expressed the hops that the present 
one would be equal to any held in 
former years. 
The state of Penn- 


sylvania has always taken a great in- 
terest in her public schools. This was 
so even from the time the first Consti- 
tution of the state was written. He 
deplored the fact that the teachers are 
so poorly paid. 
He hoped that thia 


condition will not long exist. 
He 


called attention to a few of the repug- 
nant laws of the state on the public 
achool question. 
"The 
vaccination 


laws and the attendance seem to be in 
conflict. Yet, when people do the very 
beat they can, the courts will not re- 
quire more." 
He spoke at 
aoms 


length on the centralization of schools 
and on the high school question. The 
tribute paid to the profession of teach- 
ing was one of the best given in years.

should 
have great 


natural winning power. 
Teachers 


are born, not trained. 
Teachers 


ahould at all timjs ba original. To- 
day the children are not governed by 
the power of force but by the power 
of the moral law. 
Teachers ahould 


•nter upon their work with enthusi- 
asm and thoughtfulness." 
The ad- 


dress of welcome waa well received by 
the teachers, as was evinced by the 
hearty applause which followed. 


The response waa delivered by Prof. 


H D Me:zger, principal of the Naw 
Enterprise schools. He said in part: 
"At present the teacher holds greater 
possibilities in hia hands than at any 
other period of the world's hiatory. 
As nations advance in civilization, and 
life ia them becomes more and more 
complex, the function of the teacher 
becomes more and 
more 
apparent. 


The original tribes of American In- 
dians knew no such thing as formal 
-education. 
Uncivilized peoples have 


no use for the teacher. The only in- 
struction they give and receive is a 
jpart of, and incidental to, other work 
and pastime. But as we advance in 
the scale of civilization, and division 
of labor becomes more and more mark- 
ed, we find the teacher on every hand. 
During the middle ages the only in- 
struction given was imparted either in 
the cloister or the castle. Today scarce- 
ly a vocation or profesaion can be men- 
tioned which does not require thorough 
preparation under a competent teach- 
er. Men no longer dig about the earth 
•wi .h rude shovels in search of the ores 
of metals with only hope of finding 
them by chance. 
They enter the uni- 


versities and are trained into mining 
engineers. 
Success in railroad build 


ing depends primarily on the work of 
the civil engineers which select the 
most feasible routes. But to be a civil 
engineer ia to put yourself under the 
most rigid tutorship. 
The successful 


farmer of the future must be a man 
who spends some time in an agric ul- 
tnral college, where he will learn 
chemistry of the soils, botany of 
grains aad grasses, dairying and nu- 
merous other kindred subjects. 
The 


work upon which all this higher train- 
ing must be based is done in the little 
square achool house in which you and 
1 preside. 
There we do work which 


w-'ll at scma time and in some way 
shape destinies." 


Dr. Joseph F. Barton, of theCnmber. 


land Valley State Normal achool, was 
called before the audience. 
He stated 


that he waa simply spending part of 
his vacation among friends in Bedford 
county and that it was a great pleas 
nre to be thus introduced. 


A recess of 15 minutes followed.

S. C Schmucker, teacher of science in 
the West Chester State Normal school, 
waa introduced.

He stated that it 
was his purpose to make us love things 
about us in the world of nature.

position to hurt us. 
One of the mosi 


disgusting and terrifying of all insects 
is the dragon fl 7, yet it is one of the 
most harmless of all insects. 
He then 


described an experience with one o< 
these inaects he captured in one of his 
class rooms, drawing the lesson that 
to know anything about nature we 
must learn to love life in It.

Days," Dr. Henry G. Williams, dean cf 
the Normal College of Ohio Uiiversitv, 
Athe-B, 0., and editor of the O/ilo 
Teacher, 
was called. 
Hia anbjaul, 


'•Wnai ia Education," waa well han- 
dled. He said that whit is known as 
education among different people de 
pecds u j m'-he vi-i-.vpoiat from which 
it ia sp J'ien fcT.3 d fi dtioa of eiuca 
tioa is <ifen from ihe standpoint ui 
the school. 
"Education is a growth, 


and a* suoh, ita proceti o{develop. 


ment The first object to be sought is 
to create a desire for education. The 
function of the teacher is to direct and 
inspire the children under his charge. 
All the teachers can do is to supply 
the conditions of growth, just as a 
farmer aupplies the 
conditions of 


growth to the wheat he is sowing. 
Not only is the child developed but 
the teacher is better fitted to teach the 
next child. 
Education is a life long 


process. If the teacher does his work 
well the child will learn more after he 
leaves the school than in school. We 
want to open the avenues through 
which knowledge enters the mind 
Then to educate is to emancipate the 
senses. There is a vast diffarence be- 
tween education and culture. 
The 


lavage has not yet liberated his senses 
from the dominion of the body. We 
unfold 
the 
potential 
-possibilities 


when we make a child want to know 
and be something. 
The successful 


teacher is the one which makes soul 
commune with soul, not necessarily 
the one which has the most knowl- 
edge. We can be successful only when 
we ring the rising bell in the dormi- 
tory of the soul. Many of the slow, 
dull boya and girls are only the ones 
which are slow of development. We 
must have great patience and exercise 
plenty of tact. 
We should seek to 


know the individual children mentally. 
They are very different. 
They all 


have some bent of individuality which 
we should aim to find. At his first ap- 
pearance Dr. Williams made a favora- 
ble impression.

are not dealing with material things. 
When a bridge builder learns his art 
he has something which never changes; 
but a te&cher's &rt is ever changeful 
and varied. 
If we be the teacher we 


de&ire to be, and ought to be, we must 
ever have in mind & sense of responsi- 
bility. 
A true process of education 


consists in the education of the head, 
heart and band. 
The great end of ed- 


ucation is to develop the entire man. In 
the school room we have the real, not 
the ideal, boys and girls. 
We should 


never allow ourselves to be surprised 
in a matter of discipline. 
Is it true 


that we are learning by practising on 
our children ? 
The basis of the art 


and science of teaching rests on psy- 
chology. 
We are dealing with minds, 


hence we ought to understand the 
workings of a normal mind. 
We 


should know this faculty »nd that 
power of the mind is developad and 
when ita most active period comes 
We 
must 
ever study 
our 
own 


minds. 
We 
must 
be 
familiar 


wlti 
the 
great 
fundamental 


psychological principles. 
The teach- 


er must be familiar 
with 
ethics. 


Many questions of school discipline 
are solved by a clear discerning of the 
question of right. Child study must 
occupy the attention of the teacher. 
When we have forty pupils we have 
forty 
different 
dispositions. 
We 


should as early as possible study the 
individual natures. The teacher must 
know sociology. He must know the 
demands of the community. The work 
of the surgeon with his knife is not 
more delicate than the work of the 
teacher. 


After a short music drill Prof. Pear- 


son w»s called, taking for his subject 
"James Whitcomb Eiley." Mr. Eiley 
has touched the chord of American 
life. The name of this poet is a house- 
hold word. 
Common people appre- 


ciated h'm before the critics did. He 
went among the common people and 
learned their feelings and wants. His 
!ather was a l&wyer and desired that 
the son should become a lawyer also, 
but soon found out that Blackstone 
waa not for him. So he ran away from 
home and traveled with a patent medi- 
cine wagon. His next experience was 
as a sign painter. 
After many dis. 


couragements he was at last recog- 
nized as a master poet. His phraseol- 
ogy was perfect and his figures of 
speech are numerous and spontaneous. 
With such imagery he envelops the 
common things about us that he, ever 


empires of-the world iu the chase 
the banner which is planted upon the 
topmost crest. Wipe from existence 
all trusts and combines and Ill's coun- 
try will be rid of as great n curse as 
slavery; then the American people will 
have reason to rf-j :>iee that w*, live in 
a land where the law of minhood and 
the law of justice sit amieibly in judg- 
ment together.

The f-.ilure of the bank was due to 


losses sustained throutrh large loans 
made to some of the officers and direc- 
tors. 
A controversy has existed be- 


tween the stockholders of the bank of 
several weeks' duration and an attempt 
was made to arrange the affairs of 
the bank and prevent a receivership. 
Owing to the impossibility of any 
agreement being reached the comp- 
troller today appointed a receiver at 
the request of the smaller stockholders. 


The National Bauk of South Penn- 


avlvania was organized in 1889 by J. 
K and G B. White, who were en- 
gaged in tanning at Hyndman at the 
time. 
They failed in 1893 and the 


bank was closed. 
About this time 


George B. White went to South Ameri- 
ca. 
The hank resumed business six 


months afterward. 
Ab-mt three years 


ago John K- White "left for parts un- 
known" and has not been seen in the 
state since. Sime time ago George B 
White returned from South America 
and took active control of the bank, 
granting large loans to himself. This, 
it is said, caused the collapse cf the 
institution. Ab ufc a year ago he was 
discharged from bankruptcy. 
Upon 


his arrival f mm South America he was 
arrested in Philadelphia on informa- 
tion made by a N;w York bank charg- 
ing him with ob'aining money under 
False pretense, but Governor Hastings 
refused to honor the rfquisition from 
*ho Empire state and Irs predecessor, 
Governor Stone, did likewise, so trat 
Whit? is now pra-^t'caUy a prisoner in 
P3nnsylva~i;a. It is reported that the 
firm of J K. aid G B Whit3 borrowed 
S4T)0 000 from X3T Y'irk and Bostin 
ranks. J. 1C and G. B White at ore 
time owned 843,000 of the stock of the 
Hyndmaa to k and the latter now is 
fie owner of $23,900 of the stick.
